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1. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims contain instances of vague and indefinite language, such as " designed 
as a complement/ "almost semi-cylindrical/ 7 and "is aided by." The structure claimed 
is also unclear in some cases, such as how the casing and the baffle are related, the form 
and connection of the hinge, and the structure of the collection tank with its multiple 
compartments. The claims should be rewritten to clarify the structure claimed. While 
the use of figure reference numbers in claims is permissible, the claims should be clear 
on their own and not require referring to the drawings. 

2. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The recitation of an oil spill cleanup device comprising a pair of arms having a 
casing of cylindrical configuration with an open top and a baffle at the front, for 
containing a screw and being connected to a collection tank on the ship patentably 
distinguishes over the prior art of record. Oil spill cleanup screw conveyors, as 
exemplified by Brown, Virtanen, and the French and Canadian patents do not show 
such a configuration for the screw casing. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Other references disclosing features of interest include 
Terokomos, Tuttle, in't Veld, van Waveren, Carro, and Blomberg.
